London. Oct. 18.—The announcement 
that tho Boers destroyed an armored 
train on the western border of The 
Transvaal is calculated to bring home 
to the man in the street,realties of war. 
Attempts are made to likeu the occur­ 
rence to the blowing up of the United 
States battleship 
Maine in Havana 
harbor, but that ovont occurred in times 
of i>eace. The Boers are doubtlea within 
their rights as belligerents, if they are 
responsible for the destruction of the 
train. 
The only comparison that can 
be instituted with the blowing up of 
tho battleship, is in respect for the loss 
of life, as there was good reason to fear 
that the train in question was the one 
that had left Mafeking With 800 women 
aud children. Taken in connection with 
the earlier announcement from Vryburg 
that 2000 Boers were holding the line, it 
can only bo inferred that the train was 
either destroyed by artillery or blown 
up by dynamite or some other pow­ 
erful 
explosive. 
There 
is still 
a 
faint hope that the disaster which be­ 
fell tho train was not while the women 
and children were on board on their 
way to Vryburg, bat while it was re­ 
turning to Mafeking from V ryshurg 
with a detachment of Colonel Baden* 
Powell’s force sent to escort the refu­ 
gees to Vrybnrg.

by the continental press. 
The Russian official organs are fore­ 
most in threats and incitements to join 
action 
against 
Great 
Biitain, 
and 
though officially, Germany 
proclaims 
itself neutral, th* German press is sec­ 
ond only to Russia in its denunciation 
of England’s South African policy. 
Though not believed at present that 
these outbursts of rancor will material­ 
ize, the British government is taking 
timely precautions against eventual­ 
ities. 
The difficulty and delay in mobilizing 
an army corps for South Africa is re­ 
garded as most unfortunate and calcu­ 
lated to induce Great Britain’s enemies 
abroad to take advantage of the present 
crisis to satisfy old animosities. 
The report that the Irish members of 
parliament who have wished success to 
the Boers were to be impeached for high 
treason is considered absurd. 
At the 
same time the formation of an Irish 
corps for Kruger excites violent resent­ 
ment. 
The Globe, noted for its insensate 
jingoism, advises tbe commanders of 
the British forces that their duty, should 
they capture any Irishmen among Kru­ 
ger's forces, would be to 
shoot them 
like dogs.’’ 
The coming meeting of the cabinet 
furnishes the occasion for a big demon­ 
stration by the supporters of the gov­ 
ernment, and elaborate police arrange­ 
ments are being made to cojie with the 
anticipated crowd. 
This is an innova­ 
tion. 
Heretofore the assembling of a 
cabinet, even at the most critical times, 
has been witneosed only by a small 
gathering of idlers or casual passers by. 
Official dispatches received at the co­ 
lonial office says an armored train was 
destroyed near Kraipan station while 
on the way to Mafeking, with guns. 
This disposes of the fear that many 
women and children were involved in 
the disaster.

question is considered by msjesty’s gov­ 
ernment as suffiicient justification for 
an endeavor to swallow the two repub­ 
lics. " 
In conclusion it reminds the Afrikan­ 
ders that “God will assuredly defend 
the right.” 
The manifesto is signep by 
Mr. Reitz, the secretary of state.

million copies will be printed in Dutch 
aud Engiirh.
